Philip, known as the fifth of 
Spain, proclaimed the Salie law the 
next year, limiting the succession te 
his male descendants. His great 
grandson, Ferdinand VII.—one of the 
royal victims of Napoleon's ambition, 
—was restored to the throne in 1818 
In 1829 he married his fourth wife

and abrogated the Salic law In spite 


of the protests of his brothers and of 
the French Bourbons. His daughter 

Isabella, born In 1830, was proclaimed 

queen on his death, three years later, 

with her mother as regent. Isabella's 

uncle, Don Carlos, asserted his claim 

to the throne under the Salic law, but 

the regent succeeded in maintaining 

her daughter's position. Don Carlos’ 

descendants bave ever since been pre- 

| tenders to the Spanish throne. The 

| present Carlist claimant !s his a 
}son, Queen Icabella was driven from 

Spain by a revolt in 1868, and two 

years later the Spanish succession | 
caused a fresh commotion In Europe. 
The proposition to call to the throne a 
prince of a branch of the Prussian 
royal house of Hohenzollern was the 
apparent though uot the real cause of 
| the great war of 1870 between France 
and Germany. The throne was offered 
to Prince Amadeo, a son of King Vic- 
| tor Emmanuel of Italy, but the task of 
governing Spain was too much for him, 
and after a few years he abdicated. 
Then a republic was set up, but It 
lasted only two years, and Alfonso 
XIL, the son of Isabella, was restored 
to the throne without the shedding of 
a drop of blood. On Alfonso’s death, 
in 1885, his daughter Marla succeeded 
him ,and was queen till Alfonso XIII., 
the present king, was born, a few 
months later, the ninth of the house of 
Bourbon to rule over Spain. If the 
new prince should die, and Alfonso 
have no other children, his sister’s son 
would succeed him, and in the remote 
contingency of the direct line of de 
scent from Ferdinand VII. becoming 
extinct, the Carlist claimant would be- 
| come king.

St. Louls has lost three Islands, 
| though the names are as well remem- 
bered now as when the islands them- 
selves were actually in existence. One 
is Bloody Island, just opposite the city, 
says the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 
The old timers used to go there to fight 
their duels and in those days the river 
channel ran on the Illinois slide of the 
island and except In high water there 
was only a slough between St. Louls 
and the dueling ground. The govern- 
ment and railroad works put Bloody 
island on the Illinois side and now a 
good part of East St. Louls is bullt 
over the sand bar that once was a 
thicket of willows, 

Arsenal Island, too, used to be on 
this side of the river and boys rolled 
up thelr trousers and waded across the 
narrow slough from a point a Iittle 
south of the workhouse, The bouts 
went on the other side of the Island, 
but the channel began cutting into the 
Illinois farms at such a rate that the 
governinent threw up a dike just across 
from the arsenal, turning the river to 
this side, the island was joined to the 
lllinols shore, was finally purchased by 
the State of Illinois from the city of 
St. Louls and the former bed of the 
river Is now covered by farms, 

Duncan's island was a big sand bar 
that began near the foot of Lami street 
and extended north to Geyer avenue. 
It was purchased by the Iron Moun- 
tain Railroad Company, which wanted 
to locate its yards in that neighbor- 
hood, and filled up the placé with earth 
from Picot’s hill in Carondelet. The 
names still live, for the people of St 
Louls make a difference between the

THE MORALS OF ALASKA. 

While there may be the usual 
lapses in Alaska, so far as the mor- 
a! code is concerned, says the P.-I., 
yet scant evidence of the fact is to 
be found in current reports. The 
newness of the northern country 
considered, itisa fine tribute ts 
the people of Alaska that so few 
offenses are committed against the 
legal and ethical standards of the 
age, Of course the ban put on 
gambling in Alaska, as the Rey, 
Chomas Jenkins, of Ketchikan, 
zuggestz, may have been an impor- 
tant factor in reducing offenses 
against law and morals in the nor- 
thern country. 

Whatever the influence, the re- 
sults are notable, and creditable to 
Alaskans, and there are very many 
reasons why they should take spe- 
cial pride in the exceptional rec- 
ord, 

Usually the settlement of a new 
area is marked by many violent 
happenings, and these unquiet 
events continue for some time after 
the organization of civil and social |° 


forces. In some particulars Alas- 
ka has not been an exception to 
the rule; but, by processes of elim- 


ination, the bad influences in Alase 
ka communities have been checked. 
Centers of immorality have been 
zuppressed. Gumbling dens and 
notoriously bad dance halls have
